This application was filed with 28 claims. Claims 1-28 have been allowed. 
Prosecution on the merits has been closed in accordance with practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 1935 CD. 11; 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). The 
Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating that the Application is in condition 
for allowance except for formal matters. The amendments submitted in this 
response do not touch the merits and are submitted to address only the formal 
matters raised by the Examiner or identified by the Applicant. 

Amendments to Specification 

Applicant has identified various typographical errors and similar 
informalities in the Specification. The proposed amendments to the Specification 
paragraphs do not touch the merits and are submitted to address only the 
informalities identified by the Applicant. 

Amendments to Drawings 

In response to the Office Action and the Notice of Draftsperson's Patent 
Drawing Review dated September 22, 2005, the applicant submits herewith 8 
replacement sheets of drawings containing formal drawing Figs. 1 -16. The enclosed 8 
replacement sheets correct the informalities of the drawings filed 01/20/2004, in that, 
the margins were not acceptable and the lines, numbers and letters were not 
uniformly thick and well defined. 
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In addition, Figure 2 has been amended to correct clerical error of the 
transposition of element numbers 27 and 29 and the transposition of element 
numbers 26 and 28 in the originally filed drawings. Paragraph 8 of the 
Specification states that a second work station forward boundary 27 and a second 
work station rear boundary 29 are in a similar configuration as [the first] forward 
work station boundary 26 and [ the first] rear work station boundary 28 as 
described in Paragraph 5 and shown in Figures 1.
